Sunday  June  Mth,  was  Nationally  observed  as  "Flag  Day",  It  is  entirely  fitting 
that  we  pause  to  consider  all  that  such  an  occasion  means.  There  are  some  thihgs 
that  are  so  common  and  free  to  us  that  we  are  prone  to  take  them  for  granted  and 
among  such  items  is  our  flag  and  its  wonderful  historical  background. 

Flags  of  all  Nations  are  but  symbols  or  ensignias  and  will  have  no  more  signifi- 
cance to  the  citizens  of  those  nations  than  those  citizens  give  to  their  flags  by 
way  or  respect  and  reverence.  The  flag  of  the  United  States  of  America  has  stood 
for  not  only  freedom  of  thought,  word  and  deed,  but  for  protection  of  states,  homes 
and  individuals,  enforced  by  every  resource  of  a powerful  nation. 

There  are  those  people  who  would  try,  through  the  medium  of  various  creeds  and 
"ism"  to  destroy  the  power  of  this  nation  so  that  it  would  fall  an  easy  prey  to  less 
principalled  governments,  but  as  long  as  we  have  ears  only  for  "Americanism"  and 
faith  in  our  government  as  symbolized  by  the  American  Flag,  no  other  country  nor  its 
hired  representatives,  can  tear  down  the  love  and  respect  that  is  the  inherited  tra- 
it of  every  true  American  nor  the  power  of  the  nation  that  is  the  outgrowth  of  un-

It  stands  for  Benjamin 
Franklin,  the  old  and  ill,  spent  years  in  France  to  get  money  to  pay  soldiers  and 
buy  ammunition  for  them;  it  stands  for  fathers  and  mother  who  toil  uncomplainingly 
to  earn  food,  clothes  and  the  chance  for  an  education  of  their  children,  that  they 
may  become  true  Americans,  In  other  words  the  flag  represents  all  the  brave,  true, 
men  and  women  who  live  in  this  country. 

Not  only  on  flag  day  but  every  day  as  we  go  about  our  daily  tasks,  if  we  will  re 
peat  to  ourselves  the  following  thought  we  will  get  so  me thing  that  will  mean  a
